Independents Meeting, Edmonton STRATHMORE DEC. 4 


On Saturday, November 22, a meet- 
ing of the Independents was held in 
the MacDonald Hotel, Edmonton, at 
which 128 official Delegates were pre- 
sent, representing 40 constituencies, 
Gileichen Constituency being repre- 
sented by D. J. McKinnon, M.L.A., J. 
M. Wheatley, Chancellor, and T. S. 
Hughes, Strathmore. Another appoint- 
ed Delegate H. Beach of Gleichen 
was unable to attend. 

Mayor Andy Davison, M. L. A. op- 
ened the meeting and on calling for 
the election of a chairman, S. C. Heck- 
bert of Vermilion (the defeated Jnde- 
pendent Candidate) was appointed 
and conducted the meeting in a very 
able manner. 

J. H. Walker, M. L. A. and leader 
of the Independents in the House 
gave a very interesting talk outlining 
the high lights of the last Session, 
and whie he commended very highly 
the work of the Independent candi- 
dtes as a whole, particularly mention- 
ed 2 or 3 who were successful in ach- 
feving what they started out to do. 

J. Percy Page, M.L.A., Secretary. 
then gave a report to the 19 Indepen- 
dent members as to the future Status 
of this movement. 

It was decided that the organiza- 
tion will be known as The Independ- 
ent Citizens Association of Alberta. 
and that an Executive Council of 19 
be appointed, 7 from the present In- 
dependent members of the Legislature 
and the other 12 from outside this 
group, and if permitted to go unchal- 
lenged will have even a greater ef.- 
fect on future loans which must be 
made if we are to be successful in our 
War Effort.. 

A Resolution was passed request- 
ing that the Provincial Government 
spend a greater percentage of the 
monies received from gas tax and auto 
licenses on the building and main- 
tenance of roads. 

A Resolution advocating the in- 
crease of old age pensions from $20 
to $25 per month was passed. 

No action was taken in regard to 
the appointment of a permanent Pro- 
vincial Leader, it being considered 
advisable to leave this matter in the 
hands of Executive Council and in or- 
der to obtain th most suitable man in 
the Province to fill this very import- 
ant office. Their selection need not be 
confined to the Independent members 
on the Council. 

After the Convention was over the 
19 members of the I.egislature met 
and appointed Mr Speakman, House 
Leader for the coming Session, suc- 
ceeding J. H. Walker of Warner who 
was named chairman of the Caucus. 
Mr MclLachan was re-elected Party 
Whip and J. Percy Page, Secretary. 

It was the unanimous opinion of all 
the delegates present that this was 
our most successful convention, chief- 
ly due to the existing spirit of co-op. 
eration, all working with one great 
object in view. 

The defeat of the Social Credit 
Party and electing to office a Govern- 
ment who will give us honest, sane, 
administration and restore to this 
rich Province the confidence it de 
serves.

Instead of nice billets we 
are now living in huts (metal) not too 
bad at-all once you get used te ‘t, it 
could be a lot worse. 

We move again next week, and by 
all reports not so hot living in the 
woods. Our quarters will be in huts 
three miles from a bus, five miles 
from a town. It’s hard to get to town 
as the evenings are very dark here. 
Hope there will be a canteen, if not 
we'll sure get fed up. Let’s hope for 
the best. 

I spent a lovely leave in London 
and district. Visited Kew Gardens, 
Richmond, Kingston on Thames, 
Windsor, etc. The country looks beau- 
tiful with all the trees changing col- 
our, simply marvellous. Life in Lon- 
don goes on like nothing has happen- 
ed to it. Down in spirit? No. All the 
debris has ben cleared away now. One 
just sees open spaces where once a 
church or big store stood. Rotten 
shame, but Germany will get all that 
is coming to her only some more. The 
people do not talk about these things 
but they do not forget. You hear the 
average Londoner talk, providing one

I agree with you, if young Canada 
thinks that it is not much worth while 
to fight for something precious, name- 
ly Freedom— conscription should be 
put in force. But there is no excuse 
for strikes at this time, when every- 
body’s effort is needed so badly. The 
government should do something ab- 
out it.

Keep them rolling along 
for they are sure hard to get over

It 
is our belief that nothing could be 
more destructive to the morale of the 
Western wheat farmer than to use a 
depressed price period as the basis for 
the eiling price. Fixing a ceiling upon 
such a basis would destroy his last 
hope for putting his farming opera- 
tions on a profitable basis. We urge 
that it is not in the public interest to 
fix a ceiling price for wheat based on 
such depressed values as have recent- 
ly existed. 


of Canadian flour mills will be turn- 
ing out vitamin flour fully up to gov- 
ernment standards. 


Vitaman B1 is known as the “mor- 
ale vitamin.” It is essential to the 
maintenance of energy and _ good 
health, and aids in building up resist- 
ance against disease. A deficiency of 
B1 in the diet makes a human being 
listless, irritable, unhappy and wunen- 
terprising. 


B1 vitamin in wheat is contained 
largely in the bran. It is authoritat- 
ively stated that the present method 
of milling, which produces a very 
white flour from which most bread is 
made, carries only about 150 interna- 
tional units of vitamin B1 per pound, 
whereas the bran and shorts taken 
from the wheat and used principally 
for livestok food may contain up 
wards of 3,000 international units. It 
would thus seem that we have been 
eliminating from our wheat flour a 
much needed element of human food, 
and literally “throw it to the hogs.”

@LETTER FROM DOUG HIRTLE 
England, Sept. 28, 1941 


Dear Mother— 

Am sitting in a jeep right now, on 
the forth evening of one of those 
schemes. TI hear we have something 
like a week to go yet so I may as well 
get used to it. 

We left Thursday night and rode 
about twenty miles to where our Bat- 
teries should have been but found 
that they had already started on the 
scheme and were back down not far 
from where we had come from— we

I got into our workshop at about 
10.30 and it turned out to be an all day 
job to fix my bike, so they had me 
helping haul petrol while I ws wait- 
‘ing, and just as we got through, with 

the petrol and were going for a cup of 
coffee (8.30 p.m.) the corporal nailed 
me to say that my bike was done and 
I must go find my battery again. It 
was ten o’clock by the time I got away 
‘to look for a Place about 25 miles 
| away where the Sergt said my battery 
| | Should be by now. At 1 a.m. I gave up 
the search and camped in with some 
Troop Carriers for the night, resumed 
my search in the morning and located 
them at about 10 a.m. 

Had to go on parade last night and 
by that time it was too dark to write, 
so resuming now 10.20 a.m. Sept. 29. 

Last night we lined our trucks up 
all ready to move, but the order ney- 
er came, so we had a snooze. It was 
raining cats and dogs so I crawled in 
the Quarter Masters truck with four 
other guys and the stores, and it was 
so crowded and J was so cramped 
that I hardly slept a wink. This morn- 
ing I washed in cold water, but man- 
aged to scrounge a little hot to shave 
in, Since then I have been standing 


‘ner, so we should start moving soon 
after that. They have shown us the 

| route we must take when we do start, 
and it looks to me like about a 70 mile 
jaunt, which wouldn’t take long alone, 

| but will take a heck of a long time in 

| convoy, it is still raining a bit just to 
help matters out. Will write more af- 
ter our advance. 

October 3rd, 1941— Well Mom, we 
are still out in the wilderness, this 
being our 8th day, we have changed 
positions several times since previous 
writing, advancing towards our sup- 
posed enemy, have stopped for a 
night or two, set up teh guns, and let 
fly with blank shells. However the 
makebelieve war is over today and 
we expected to be shoving off for 
home, but we just got word that we 
could not move until tomorrow. I im- 
agine due to the congestion of the 
roads with all the troops returning 
home. We don’t know yet which side 
won,
